London, Aug, IC— Mr. Gladstone has 
written a reply to the addroas proBonted to 
him by tho Liberal Federation on tho occa- 
sion of hiB retirement from office. Ho ox- 
cus:s himself for his dolay in anaworing on 
the ground of the woaknoas of hia eyeaight. 
In referring to tho Eummary of tho achieve- 
ments of hia political lifetime contained in 
the address, Mr, Gludstono says : " While 
tho picture is just ua regards the action of 
the nation and tho Liberal party, only a 
very small and insignificant fraction 
of the accompliahed results can bo 
ascribed seriously to myaelf. Concurrence 
to the biat of my limited ability is 
all that I can claim. Subjoct to this obser- 
vation I concoivo that the facts of my par- 
liamentary history aro such as will obtain 
conspicuous notice in tho place of history. 
It iH not for mo to enter upon tho doeply in- 
teresting prospcota of tho future, but I will 
express my earnest hopo that tho futtiro 
will bo marked by tho same practical tone, 
tho same union of firmneBS and moderation, 
the same regard for individual freedom, the 
aamu desire to harmonize tho old and tho 
now, and the Bamo sound principles and 
policy of administration which have given 
tho work of tho past year bo much promieo 
of stability, 

Lunacy is increasing at an extraordinary 
rato in England acoording to a late parlia- 
mentary report which contains an exhaustive 
statement from tho commissioners in lunacy. 
Tho report says that, thero wore in England 
and Wulcs on August 1 nearly 15,(1(10 luna- 
tics, idiots and puraonB of unsound mind. 
According to various rotuniH to the commis- 
sionors this number was 2,245 in excess of 
tho corresponding returns for the previoua 
year, and showed tho largest in the numbor 
of officially known lunatics yot recorded. 
Tho report proceeds : " This large in- 
crease calls the more for Bpocial con- 
sideration because it follows an in- 
crease of 1071 in the preceding year, that 
being far above the average for tho ten 
years from INS'2 to 1892, which was only 
1,300. Tho increase seems to be fairly gen- 
eral throughout England and Wales, hut 
tho predominant feature of the figures is 
the great increase in tho county of Loudon, 
its pauper lunatics numbering on January 1 
oight hundred more than they did a year 
ago. It iB, perhaps, right in thiB connection 
to point out for tho administrative county 
of Middlesex, which includes London, thoro 
is shown for last year an oxcesaivo incroaso, 
namely, 103, against an average for the pre- 
vious ton yoara of i'2 " The ratio in the 
county of Middlesex ia now ono insane per- 
son to evory 136 of the population. 

Tho committee organized to agitate the 
<lueat,ion of tho repression of lynch law in 
the United Statoa »8 the result of a cruaado 
inaugurated by Rev. Peter Stanford, an 
American miniater of color, haa oponed main 
ollicea at 6 and 8 County Chambers, Corpo- 
ration street. A preliminary appeal for 
funds has resulted in subscriptions exceed- 
ing ten thousand dollars, and a salary of 
two thousand dollars has boon voted to tho 
clorical agitator. The exteutivo committee 
has also decided that ho shall havo a freo 
and unfottered hand in any action ho may 
deom wise to take io tho United States. A 
financial secretary hu 8 also been appointed 
with instructions to put forth every effort 
all over the country to secure funds. 

Tho London Times announcos that it ia 
about to equip its establishment with a 
number of new machines of a remarkublo 
typo and which will ho manufactured by a 
Now York firm. E&oh maohine will print 
and fold the Times in either lour, six, eight, 
ton, twelve, sixteen, twenty or twenty tour 
pages. It will print from three singlo width 
rollB of paper and produco copies at the rate 
of '24,0(10 per hour, folded to tho sizo of half 
a pago and counted and tied in bundles. 

Tho Freeman's Journal urges tho Irish to 
reaont the " intolerable insult hoaped on 
them by tho rejection of the evicted tenants 
bill by tho lords," and adds : " Justice and 
mercy (ail to move Irish landlords; their 
vulnerable point iB 'fear.' " 

Prince Ferdinand upon hia anniversary as 
ruler of tho principality of Bulgaria has 
granted amnesty to all political offenders 
udicg those connected with the Panitzi 
conspiracy and Beitzoheff murder, except 
Karaveloff, who refused to sue for clemency. 
Two hundred and forty-five common law 
criminals were also lot at liberty. 

An explosion Tuesday night at Norcross 
post office occurred in a small stationer's 
store to which the post effioe ia attached. It 
was caused by gunpowder and nitroglycorino 
wrapped in heavy paper, which wuainsorted 
into the letter box slit. On a portion of the 
paper was written : "In memory of Kava- 
bnl, Bourdin, Vaillant and Santo." 

Reports from Lima, Peru, state that Gen. 
/aoorea 1 position ia becoming untenable. 
Tho troops aro deserting him. Solaron ia 
inarching north, boasting that ho will cap- 
turo Luna and shoot Caceres, Peruvian 
bolH are organizing in Ecuador, which 
country ia favorable to tho revolution. 

Rebels in South Africa aro murdering 
Boer farmers and burning their homes. Ono 
hundred Boers are on tho way to relieve oc 
cupante of tho government building at 
Agatha, which was besieged by rebellious 
Kaffirs. 

Fighting ia roportod at Matarin and Aug- 
oatura, Vonezuela, govornmout troopa dc- 
fo itiiiR the rebels. 

A passenger on board a atenmahip which 
recently arrived at Bordeaux from Mar- 
soilloa diod Wednesday of cholera, 

PoHtor Francia, of tho British- American 
church in St. Petersburg, writes to the 
Times «b followa : " The committee of 
Ruto M&rsdon'a friondo formed in St. Petera- 
burg in December last to inquiro into tho 
Borious charges made against her in England, 
Amorica and New Zealand have concluded 
thoir labors and tho result has been com- 
municated to Mies Marsdon's London com- 
mittco, who will recognize that MiBB 
Marsdon's work must bo cloeed and 
that tho committee must immediately diu- 
boIvo. When, in December, tho committee 
wns formed, Miss Mursdon ugrced that if 
i he decision should be adverse alio would 
surrender all tho decorations, letters, el 
bestowed upon her by imperial and royal 
well wishers, It \i now my painful duty to 



call upon her to fulfill her promise. A writ- 
ten acknowledgment of the gravest charge 
has been made by Mias Marsdon. You will 
thus know that no poaaible injustice will be 
done her." M, Pobodonostz^ll', procurator 
of the Holy Synod, haa undertoken to for- 
ward to Siberia any funda now in tho hands 
of the London committee for tho relief of tho 
lepers. 

A Caracas, Venezuela, cable says the 
rebols at Areu were driven from thoir poai- 
tions after a throe houra fight and forced to 
retreat. A lot of tho rebols ammunition has 
boon seized at Buenos Ayrea. President 
Crcspo will probably take command at tho 
front. 



TARIFF MATTERS. 

Great Activity In nil Markets Since the Passage 
of American Tariff Hill— A Con- 
trary Opinion. 

London, Aug. 1G.— Tho Daily News, in a 
financial article Btates that thero has been 
great activity in all markets since tho paa- 
aago of tho American tariff bill. Metal, 
copper and tin aro especially activo in anti- 
cipation of a largo American domand for tin 
plates. 

Washington, Aug. 1G —The froo Bugar 
bill haa boon referred to the finance commit- 
tee Tho voto on tho free sugar bill waa '.V.i 
yeas and 18 nays. Tho roll call was pro- 
ceeded with on the sumo motion in rolation 
to freo coal. 

NEW OBLKANS, Aug. IC— The passage of 
the Gorman tariff bill haB thrown a damper 
on commercial dealinga in New Orleans. At 
leaBt two-thirdB of the population look to 
the sugar industry for support and any leg- 
islation unfavorable to sugar has a decidedly 
bad effect on all othor commerce out of sym- 
pathy for Louiaiana's principal produce. 
Tho sugar exchango yesterday was in a tur- 
moil, the members declaring that the indus- 
try would surely bo ruined.

THE INDIAN BUDGET. 

Bon. Mr. Fowler' 8 Statement of 
Iiicome Aud Exponditure-^-An 
Increase. 



The Experiment of Ulosius - Tho Mints 
Will Be Well 
Tried. 



London, Aug. 1G.— In tho House of Com- 
mona Rt. Hon. Henry Fowler, secretary for 
India, made a statoment of tho Indian 
budget. He gave tho income as 9,017 lakhs, 
tho expenditure 9,100 lakhs and tho net 
revenue as 1 ,5G0 lakhs. The increase of net 
revenuo over the estimate, ho said, was 20'2 
lakhs. 

Mr. Fowler said that tho Indian govern- 
ment had no intention of oponing the mints 
to the freo coinagu of Bilvcr. The experi- 
ment of closing the mints would bo well 
tiiod beforo there would be any thought of 
abandoning it. So far thoro had been no 
reason for alarm. Tho great difficulty waa 
tho steady depreciation of silver, and sooner 
or later thia would forco tho Indian govern- 
ment to the gold atandard. 

DiapatcheB received in Capel Court from 
Calcutta to-d y, say that tho government is 
likoly to convert gradually tho whole four 
per cont. rupee debt into 3J per conta. ThiB 
report haB cauBed some alarm in view of the 
effecs which such a conversion would have 
on tho exchanges. 

Mr. Fowler explained that there had been 
a Iobs of 1,252 lakhs, which was entirely duo 
to tho depreciation of exchange. Apart 
from the f|uestion of exchango, the general 
pooition of Indian finance and commerce was 
satisfactory. 

Right Hon. Henry Chaplin and Sir Wil- 
liam H. Houldaworth deprecated tho con- 
tinued closuro of the India mints to tho free- 
coinage) of silver.

A. R. U. The road, ho declared, had 
determined to rid itself of union mon. 
Tbe employes of tho road at Laaalle, 
witneaH said, asked for his reinstatement. 
It wua refused aud tho men Btruck. Thia, 
witneBa declared, waa the beginning 
of tho strike on the road. Replying 
to a (|ueBtion, witueaa expresaod the be- 
lief thut government ownership of rail- 
roads would solve tho strike question with 
tho application of civil service rules to all 
appointments on the road. Witness Baid 
the government ought not to intorfero in 
strikes. 



SATOLLI SUPREME. 

Ills Delegation to the United .States to be 
Subject to the Sovereign Pontiff Alone. 

Rom K, Aug. 16 — It is reportod that tho 
Pope will shortly mako Archbishop Satolli's 
delegation to tho church in tho United 
States absolute and aoveroign. Archbishop 
Satolli would not then bo suhjeot to the 
congregation of tho propaganda, but to tho 
Popo alone.

London, Aug. 1G — At tho Japaneao lega- 
tion nothing haB been heard of the sinking 
of Chinese ahips by the Japanese fleet. The 
roport is discredited. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the Timos 
aaya 50,000 Japaneae troops aro already in 
Korea and others aro constantly landing. 
The Chinese fleet is passive. The corres- 
pondent adda : "Tho war fovor in Japan 
iB intenao and universal. The preaa and. 
popular orators are advocating BchemoB for 
tho conqueBt of Manchuria. Thero is strict 
conaorship over newa. Everything roportod. 
concerning tho war ia extremely partisan." 

Tho Govornor of Formosa is said to offer 
six thousand taela for the destruction of 
any big Japanose warship, four thousand 
for small warships, two hundred for the 
heads of Japanese ollicors, and one hundred 
for tho head of a private. 

The Central Nowa Shanghai correspond- 
ent aaya : A fleet of eight veaaola is ro- 
portod to havo passed Chu Foo on August 
14th, bound westward. Chinoao officers are 
joining the Chineae troopa in Korea in large 
numbers. Tho steamships Taku and Smith 
havo gone back to tho Chineso Hag. They 
left Shanghai yesterday laden with troops 
and rieo. It is reported horo that both 
Franco and Russia have an understanding 
favorable to Japan, and England and Ger- 
many' aro favorable to China. 

A diapatch to the Times from Tiontsiu 
Buys that tho British miniater has issued a 
notice enjoining strict neutrality upon Brit- 
ish subjects in the far East durinp the wiir 
between Japan and China. The French 
gunboat has arrivetl at Tientsin. It is an- 
nounced that warships flying any tl.g which 
attempts to cross tho Taku bar will be lirod 
on unless thoir intended arrival has previous- 
ly boen notified to tho officers in command 
of the fort. The French gunboat Lion ia 
tho warship which ia reported to havo been 
present at the sinking of the transport Kow 
Shing, and important evidence ia expocted 
from the commander. 

BERLIN, Aug. 16. — The Btrlin Post says 
that the ChineBO war loan will bo taken up 
by English and German institutions, includ- 
ing the " Disconto Gesellschaft." 

Washington, Aug. 16. — Speaking of the 
doparturo of the Charleston for Yokohama, 
Jupan, Secretary Herbert Baid : " The 
Charleston has been ordered to Asia solely 
for the purpose of strengthening tho Ameri- 
can squadron in those waters, for the pro- 
tection of citizenB of the United States in 
the porta of Japan, Corea and China. The 
fleet is for tho proteotion of American in- 
terests and for nothing else. Tho ahips will 
take no part in any demonatration or inter- 
ference in the war between China aud Jap- 
an." 

WINNIPEG WIRINGS- 

Prospective Opening Up of Llagar— Provin- 
cial By-Electlons— Fire at 
Moose Jaw. 

WINNIPEG, Aug. 16— (Special) — Concern- 
ing the proapect of Liagar boing opened 
through tho appointment of A. W. Roes, 
M.P., to tho Lieutenant Govornorahip, Con- 
servatives say they believe tho constituency 
has not changed its political complexion 
during the past fivo years, and that if Mr. 
Ross resigns thoy can nominate a man who 
will carry it. The name most prominently 
mentioned with the Conservative candida- 
ture is W. J, McLean, late chief factor at 
Lowor Fort Garry. 

Franois Jerry, a boy of 15, was found 
dead on the banks of the Bow river, four 
miles from Calgary, with a cut liko tho 
wound of a atone on the forehead. A 
shepherd named McDonald has been ar- 
restod on auBpicion.

Tacoma, Aug. 1G.— Tho gods sent as glori 
oua a night for tho dedication exercises of 
tho Interstate Fair last evening as over 
Loronzo raved of to pretty Jeaaioa. Evory 
thing was propitioua. Not a oloud waa in 
the sky. A spirit of good fellowship and 
pride in the enterprise seemed to animate 
everyone. Seattle and Olympia people came 
down in goodly numbers to witness tho oxer- 
oises. " It is our fair " seemed to be tho 
sontiment of everyone. Soattlo people 
ohoered Tacoma and Taooma peoplo 
cheered back again. Govornor McGraw 
called Mount Tacoma Mount Rainier, 
and Tacoma people cheered him.

Ottawa, Aue. 9.— Tho conditions upon 
which tenders ure to be submitted for the 
proposed Pacific oublo have been prepared. 
They are ub follows : 

1, Ab tho Colonial Conference, held in Ot- 
tawa between Juno 2S and July 8 (inolusive), 
a series of reBolutioim wero pasood relating 
to the Pacific cable. Ic waB rosolved, among 
other things, that immediate stops should 
be taken to provide direut telograph commu- 
nication between tho Dominion of Canada 
and the Australea'an co!( nies. At the unani- 
mous request of the delegates present at the 
conference, tho du f y of giving elfaob to the 
resolutions passed uDd the views expressod 
devolved upon the C>»nudian government. 

2 In order to obtain definite data to on- 
ablo all tho govornmonta concerned to con- 
sider and adopt tho beat means for carrying 
out tho undertaking, tho Canadian govern- 
ment deems it expedient to invito proposals 
for establishing the cable, in three different 
formB, viz : 

Form A.— The cable to be owned and con- 
trolled by government ; to bo worked under 
government authority, and to be kopt in 
repair by the contractor for throo years. 

Cable manufacturing contractors to state 
the lowest cash price for which they will be 
n-eparod to supply and lay tho cable, the 
t .rms and conditions upon which they will 
guarantee ita permanency, and tho annual 
payment for which they will maintain it 
in tliioiont condition for three years after 
the wholo lino shall havo been completed 
und put in operation. 

Form B.— The cable to bo owned, main- 
tained and worked by a subsidized com- 
pany. 

The contracting parties to find the cap- 
ital, establish work, and maintain tho cable 
in efficient condition, for a subsidy to bo 
paid to them annually for a term of yours by 
the governments. The offers to state tho 
amount of subsidy to be paid yearly, and 
the number of years it is to be paid. The 
maximum rates to bo oharged on messages 
to and from Great Britain and the Austral- 
asian colonies shall be as follows : Three 
shillings por word for ordinary telegrams, 
two shillings per word for government tele- 
grams, and one shilling and sixpence f ir 
press telegrams. The charges on moeBngcs 
between Canada and the colonies to be pro- 
portionate. 

Form C— The cable to be owned, main- 
tained and worked by a company under a 
government guarantee. 

The contracting parties to find the capital, 
establish, work and maintain the cable in 
efficient condition. Tho offers to state what 
guarantee of gross revenue will be required j 
the difference between gross earnings and 
the amount guaranteed to be made good each 
year to the company by the governments. 
The rates to be oharged for tho transmission 
of messages to and from Great Britain and 
the Australasmn colonies shall bo as follows : 
Three shillings por word for ordinary tele- 
grams, two shillings per word for govern- 
ment telegrams, and one shilling and six- 
pence per word for presa messages. Trans- 
pacific messages to be charged at propor- 
tionate rates. The tariff of charges to be 
approved and not changed unless by govern- 
ment sanction.

In tho 
cvse of offers made under form A, the 
steamers and Btores will bo found by, and 
remain tho property of, the contractor until 
tho end of three years from the completion 
of tho cable, to bo then taken over at a 
valuation as may be stipulated and agreed. 

Surveys— ChartB may ba Been at the l)s- 
purtmentof Trade and Commerce, Ottawa, 
and at the office of the High Commissioner 
for Canada in London, showing tho sound- 
ings which have been made from time to 
time in the Pacific as far as recorded. It is 
expected that additional soundings will 
shortly bo made, but parties making pro- 
posals must assume all risks, and in the 
event of a contract being entered Into for 
establishing the cable the contractors must 
themselves take means to find the most suit- 
able points for landing the cable at all ter- 
minal and mid-ocoan Btations. It will be 
understood that in each instance tho land- 
ing privileges are to be socurod by tho gov- 
ernments. 

Timo of completion — The time limitod for 
the completion of the cable is three years, 
but as it is desirable to have telegraphic 
communication established as soon as prac- 
ticable, proposals may state an earlier date, 
or tho same parties may make two offers, 
ono on the basis of three yeara, tho other on 
the shortest period within which tho under- 
taking may be accomplished.

1. Resolved, that in the opinion of this 
conference immodiate steps should be taken 
to provide telegraphic communication by 
cable, free from foreign control, betwocn the 
Dominion of Canada and Auatralaaia. 

2 Resolved, that tho Imperial govern- 
ment be respectfully requested to undortake 
at the earliest possible moment, and to 
prosecuto with all possiblo speed a thorough 
survey of tho proposed cable route between 
Canada and Australia ; the expense to bo 
borne in iqual proportions by Great Britain, 
Canada and tho Australian colonies. 

3. Resolved, that it is for tho interest of 
tho empire that, in case of the construction 
of a cablo between Canada and Australasia, 
such cable should be extended from Aus- 
tralasia to the Cape of Good Hope, and for 
that purpoBo arrangements should be marto 
betwocn tho Imperial and South African 
governments for a survey of the latter route. 

1. Resolved, That in view of tho desira- 
bility of having a choico of routes for a 
cablo connoction between Canada and Aus- 
tralasiu, tho home government bo requested 
to tako immediate steps to secure noutral 
landing ground on some one of the Hawaiian 
ialands in order that tho cable may romain 
permanently under British control. 

5. Rosolved, That tho Canadian Govern- 
ment bo requesteil, after tho rising of thiB 
conference, to make ull necessary inquiries, 
and generally to tako such steps as may bo 
oxpedtont, in order to ascertain tho cost of 
the proposed Pacific cable, and promoto tho 
establishment of tho undertaking in uocord- 
anco with the viowa expressed in this con- 
ference

" What Gorman Cities do for their Citi- 
zens," is tho title of a most interesting and 
instructive article in tho Juno number of 
the Century Magazino by Albert Shaw. 
Mr. Shaw shows that city government in 
Germany is very different indeed from city 
government in the United States or Canada. 
Iu the first place there is not tho continual 
change of civic rulers in Germany that 
obtains all parts of English-speaking 
America. The groater number of tho civio 
udminisrrntors are permanent. "The 
burgomaster, ha ssya, " is actually 
or virtually a life Incumbent and 
his magisterial associates who con- 
duct the various departments, either 
hold thoir placss by Hfo terms or else upon 
terms practically as permanent. Tho city 
council representing tho people's will is re- 
newed by installments. The terms are long 
and re-eloctions aro so usual that the per- 
sonnel of tho body is transformed very 
slowly, and nothing liko un abrupt or 
capricious change of policy is over to bo 
feared. Consequently it is possible to make 
Ion:; plans, to proceed without hasto, to dis- 
tribute burdena through periods of years, to 
consult minuto economies and to make an 
oven ayrnotrioul progress that has far more 
tangiblo achievement to show for 
every half decado than could be 
possible under our spasmodic Ameri- 
can methods." It might bo supposed that 
civic government of this sort in which the 
head officials had a long lease of thoir places, 
and in which tvou tho clocted members were 
seldom changed, would be sleepy and unen- 
terprising. Being in a moasuro independent 
of tho people, one might hastily conclude 
that the public convenience and comfort 
would be disregarded and that in their ad- 
ministration of tho city's afi'airs.the corpora- 
tion and ica servants would consult their 
own eaBe rather than the welfare of tho citi- 
xins. Hut this is not tho cueo. Tho sphere 
of the government of German cities is wide, 
and overy branch of tho civic service is mora 
carelully attended to than Amorican city 
councillors would consider necesaary or oven 
possible. This, according to Mr. Shaw, is 
what a German city government does for 
those who aro under its jurisdiction. 

" Tho German city holds itself responsible 
for tho education of all ; for tho provision of 
amuBemont and tho means of recreation ; for 
tho adaptation of tho training of tho young 
to tho necessities of gaining a livelihood ; 
for tho health of families ; for tho moral in- 
terests of all ; for tho civilizing of tho 
peoplo ; for tho promotion of individual 
thrift ; for protection from varioua misfor- 
tunes ; for tho development of advantages 
and opportunitlea in ordor to promote tho 
industrial and commorcial well-being, and 
Incidentally for the supply of common 
services and the introduction of conveni- 
ences. Tho methods it omploya to gain its 
ends aro Bometimcs those advocated by tho 
aocialist, and sometimes they aro diametri- 
cally opposite." 

It mny ho asked, do tho German 
cities live up to their ideal, do they perform 
for tho citizens wull tho many services they 
uudertako '.' According to Mr. Shaw thoy 
do. The Gorman citios uro Biippliod with 
plenty of good water, they havo clean and 
well made atreotn, thoy aro sufficiently and 
economically lighted, thoy uro well drained, 



the education of the children is carefully 
attended to, police regulations aro good, and 
ordor is preserved. We ore not told that 
the taxes are high, and not a word is aaid 
about jobbery and corruption, In fact thore 
ae.eijiB to be no equivalent for tho term 
" Doodling " in tho German language. 

Int-t aro given as to how tho princi- 
pal nerv ice? t,ro performed in tho different 
cities, and we road of some of the results that 
have been achieved. For instance, two yours 
ago tho wuter supply of tho city of Ham- 
burg was vory bad. Tho citizens woro 
obliged to drink the unpurified water of the 
Elbe. When the city was visited by the 
cholera in 1892, oxtonsive filtering works 
were in process of construction. It was 
calculated that it would take two years to 
complete them. But tho alarm caused by 
tho cholera stimulated tho city government 
and they werij li aialiod in 1893. Tho filtered 
wuter averted, the return of tho epidomic in 
1803. The water which in 1892 contained 
millions of cholera germs to tho cubic inch 
was, when it passed through tho nowly 
made filters, so pure as " to meet tho 
severest tests of chemist and bacteriologist 
Munich, when its water supply was bad 
"Buffered from un unenviable reputation 
througiiout Europe for its high mortality 
rate, and particularly for tho prevalence 
of malignant forms of typhoid fover 
There were thousands of oases of 
fever every year, and tho number 
of deaths from that causo alone waa high 
the hundreds, in soma years exceeding 
thousand." It was supplied with water 
from pure mountain Btreams and immediate 
ly a happy chungo waa diecornublo. " As 
boou us tho now ordor of things becumo fair 
ly established," Mr. Shaw says, "tho yearly 
deaths from typhoid fevor could nlmoBt bo 
counted on the lingers of one hund." 

Berlin has found a Bolution to tho sewage 
problem. Instoad of allowing its sewage to 
bo a source of pollution, it converts it into a 
fertiliser and causes it to produco whole 
some food for man und beast. The city 
purchased thirty square miles of poor sandy 
land, laid it out into farms and prepared 
them for cultivation. This largo aroa is 
fertilized by tho sewage of the city. The 
land is already yielding a return for the 
money expended upon it, and it is expected 
that beforo long it will be worked at a vory 
considerable profit. City government in 
Germany appears to bo a succeBa. The 
health, the convenience und tho comfort of 
the citizens aro lookod after, and everything 
is dono at a reasonable coBt and without any 
stealing. Wo propose to publish this in- 
structive paper in future numbers of the 
Colonist.

If 
tho other parties to tho project aro equally 
oarneat und equally onorgotic, the Pacific 
oablo will, before vory long, bo an accom- 
plished fact. Tho influence that will be 
exerted by tho submurino wire and tho 
effecta it will produco must bo conducive 
ulike to the unity and the stability of the 
British Empire.

A SINGULAR MEASURE. 

The Evicted Tenant's Bill, which was re- 
jected by the Blouse of Lords on Tuesday 
evening, waa a most singular piece of legis- 
lation. It provided for the reinstatement 
of Irish tenants who had been evicted from 
thoir holdings for the non-payment of rent. 
Some of theso tenants were well able to pay, 
but in ordor to effect a political purpose, 
they entored into an agreement not to pay 
rent. This was the notorious Plan of Cam- 
paign which was too strong a dose for mauy 
of tho Home Rulers to swallow. 

Tho Dumber of tenants to which tho 
measure, if it becsme law, would apply was 
calculated to be about four thousand. 
What complicated mattors was that 
Borne fifteen hundred of the farms 
from which the tenants had been evicted 
have been takon by new tenants who relied 
upon tho luw to keep them in quiet and 
peaceablo possession as long as they com- 
plied with the conditions of their lcasea. It 
will have to be admitted that it would bo a 
very singular law which provided that men 
who had been dispossessed under the law for 
not oarrying out their agreement, should bo 
allowed to repossess their farms whether 
tho landlord was willing to trust them or 
not ; and tho provision which made it possi- 
ble for the tenant who had carried out tho 
conditions of his lease to the letter, to give up 
his farm in order that tho tenant who 
had refused to pay rent should ro 
oocupy it, made it more singular still. 
Wo venture to Bay that there is 
not a legislature in tho Dominion 
that could ho induced to pass such a meas- 
ure as the Evited Tenants Arbitration Bill. 
In tho debate on the second reading of the 
bill ono Conservative member condemned it 
as being " a more outrageous and a more un- 
precedented meaauro than had ever been 
submitted to the Houso of Commons," and 
another objected to itbecauso " it embodied 
completely novel principles for which there 
wub no precedent in our previous legisla- 
tion." Tho British Liberal party must havo 
been in a very soro strait when its English 
and Scotch members could bo induced to 
vote for a measure so completely opposed to 
British principles and British usages. 

Tho Court of Arbitration established by 
tho law would havo an exceedingly difficult 
duty to perform, and it would bo wonderful 
if they performed it to the satisfaction of any 
of tho parties concerned.

DOWN AT BLUEFIELDS. 

Occupation by the Nlcarajruans — American 
Citizens heft to the Protection 
of tho Iiritlah. 

London, Aug. 1G. — Dispatches to tho 
Foroign Ofiico oonfirm tho Times corres- 
ponilcnt's report, sent from Port Limon on 
August 12, as to tho capture of Blue-fields 
and the arrest of Amoricans and Jamuioans 
suspected of sympathy with Chief Clarence 
The U. S. naval officers are said to have 
left tho Americans to their fate. The 
British commander, hnwover, went ashore 
and offered the protection of the British 
flag to all who would accept it. 

Mobile, Ala., Aug. 1G — The steamer 
Semniva, from Bluefielde, brings news that 
on August 8 tho Mcaraguana occupied Blue- 
fields. They lowored the Motquito flag, 
loaded it into a cannon and fired a salute 
with it to the Nicaraguan flag. The Britiah 
and American marineB were withdrawn at 
tho request of tho Nicaraguan general. 
There waa a reign of terror among 
tho nativo inhabitants when the Nioara- 
guans occupied the place, as there were 
rumors that they intended to kill tho na- 
tives Tho natives ruBhed to tho docks and 
begged to bo takon away. Neaily all were 
taken by the British man-of-war Mohawk to 
Port Limon. Tho remainder were taken by 
private boats. The Nicaraguan general at 
onco proclaimed martial law. There was 
much disappointment on the part of the 
American residents on the withdrawal of 
tho marinea. The captain of tho cruiser 
Murbleheud refused protection to Americana 
implicated in political intrigues and then 
left tho country. 

DYNAMITE EXPERIMENTS. 

Satisfactory Trials of Batteries at Sand; 
Hook, N. V. 

Sandy Hook, N.Y., Aug. 16 —Dynamite 
gun battery tests wero mado to-day of ono 
of the lu inch guns which has a length of 50 
feet. Three dummies were firod firat and 
afterwards two shells which wero loaded 
with .'100 pounds of high explosives. They 
woro fired so as to drop in 
tho middle of tho mainship chan- 
nel. A light Bound liko tho whistlo of 
u Bmull launch waa heard caused by the air 
escaping when the projectile left tho muzzle 
of the gun and in a very short timo a splash 
of spray in the channel designated tho spot 
whore it had struck, and a moment after- 
wards a loud noise proclaimed that the 
aholl had exploded throwing up volumea 
of water mingled with sand to a 
height of 100 foot. The concussion of the 
oxplosiou could bo felt on shore ond on board 
tho vessels in tho vicinity. Passing vossols 
prevented tho guns from boing fired quickly 
aa it was intended to strike a cortain point 
in the channel and small vessels were often in 
tho way. Tho results to-day wero satisfactory.

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SINKING OF THE "KOWSHING." 



An Officer of the French Cruiser 
" Lion " Describes the Eugarje- 
ment— Cowardly Japanese. 



The Transport Sunk While Shifting 
Anchorage-Nagasaki the Pros- 
pective Battleground. 

A letter juat reooived by a friend in this 
city from ono of the officers of the Fronoh 
cruiser Lion, serving for aomo timo past on 
the China station, contains an interesting 
minute of the stirriDg inoidontB of the China- 
Japanoae war, whioh had hut fairly oponcd 
when the lettor was dispatched. The Lion, 
it will bo remomb6red, was the gunboat in- 
strumental in terminating tho operations of 
the Achinese piratos, and she alBO was the 
only neutral witness of the sinking of tho 
British ateamer Kow Shing, carrying Chi- 
nese troops, by the Japanese cruiBor Naniwa, 
The latter incident is referred to at some 
length in the lettor. The writer says : " We 
have been fortunate in falling in with 
numerous adventures lately, which make life 
on Bhipboard tho reverse of monotonous. 
First it was the Siamese affair, then wo had 
the pirates to look after, and now almost 
every day brings us something in the way of 
fighting to witness— the only bar to ourhap 
piness is that there is but a very slim pioo- 
pect of our boin^ brought into it. 

" I don't think much of either the Japs 
or the Chinese aB soa fjghtcrs ; it seems a 
shame to givo good ships and modern anna 
to such a sob of cowardly butohers. Take 
the Kow Shing affair — it waB nothing hut 
cold-blooded murder. Wo fell in witn the 
Nanawa on tho '2.'lrd " (of July) "or rathir 
we Bightod her in tho distance. She was 
under full steam and making groat speed, 
i o we naturally inferred tnat she had busi- 
ness on foot and followed her to Bee what it 
was. She overhauled the Kow Shing and 
two smaller craft— tho Naoi and the Too 
Man — juBt outside Shopa iBland, early on 
the morning of the 25th. The Kow Shing 
was flying her British colors and so was the 
Too Man ; tho Naoi allowed no colors at all, 
and for some reason or other the Too Man 
hauled down as toon as the Naniwa came 
along. Tho Japanese cru.sor dropped her 
anchors whon she reached signalling 
distance and we did the samo. Two 
boats were lowered from the Nani- 
wa and her officers spent soveral 
hours on tho Kow Shing, Bonding the boatfl 
back and forth in the meantime. We were 
anxiously awaiting developments, but did 
not expect to see powder burned, as much 
oni.c30untof the defenceloes condition of 
the Kow Shing as to her flying tho English 
colore. Of courso wo know as well ua the 
Naniwa that she had Chinese troopa on 
board. Finally the boats returned to the 
Naniwa, and the Kow ShiDg wont to the 
lee of the islands and anchored there by 
order of tho Japanese as wo afterwards 
learned. 

" The next we knew, two hours later, the 
trading steamer was under alow steam and 
the Naniwa was standing for the open, 
cleared for action. Thero was not then half 
or a quarter of a mile between the two, but 
nevertheless the big cruiser tried somo of 
her heaviest metal on the captive. Then 
she got her torpedoes working and in a few 
minutes the floating wreckage was all that 
was left of the well known steamer. We 
steamed in and lowered our boats, succeed- 
ing in picking up twenty-three who wore 
swimming — two Germans, ono Englishman 
and twenty Chinese. The Japs wore Bhoot- 
ing the swimmers in the wator with rifles 
and gatlings when we came dp, but sus- 
pended firin? and lowered boats too, though 
wa did not see them pick anyone up. 

" They Baid the transport was trying to 
escape and had been given warning that if 
she did bo she would be sunk ; the English- 
man we picked up told us that she was 
merely shifting anchorage so as to be safe 
from wrecking at the turn of the tide, and 
had signalled tho Naniwa that bhe wae going 
to do so. However that may be, : ae JapB 
did not distinguish th.emaelvea by bravery, 
as they could very easily have headed off the 
^transport if she waa so fooliah as to try to 
g«?t away. 

' • The oddest part of the affair is that in 
the excitement the Naoi had disappeared. 
Whether she too went under or whether she 
escaped we do not yet know. The Too Man 
stood by to reBcue the swimming ChincBo 
from the Kow Shing, although aho wbb her- 
self badly crippled. This drow on hor the 
fire of thn Naniwa, and another torpedo 
quickly settled her. Tho skipper of the Too 
Man I think was an Englishman or an 
American ; bo I've been told. Whatever 
country ho belonged to could be proud of 
him. Ho faced tho music with not one 
chance in a hundred ; stood by tho other 
Cninese aa long as he floated, and died game. 
It iB said that over a thousand Uvea were 
lost in this engagement. Whatever tho loss 
really waB, it was nothing but wholesale 
murder, and if Japan does not Buffer in tho 
long run it won't bo because aho does not 
deserve to." 

Lator on in hla lettor the writor says : 
"Altogethor there are about fifty saved from 
the Kow Shing, including Captain Gal- 
worthy, the English commander. If ho 
doesn't make it likoly for the Japs through 
tho British government ho doberves to lose. 
Japanese warships aro thick aa boos in 
swarming timo around here " (tho lotter is 
posted from Shanghai) " and a small navy ia 
Baid to have taken poaseBBion of tho gulf " 
(tho Gulf of Pochili). I think wo will hear 
in a few days of heavy fighting in Tsonghai 
woi, at tho point of tho peniniula, and from 
thore the Japaneso Hoot will probubly work 
up to tho Taku forts at tho mouth of the 
Tientsin. I think they will have their 
work cut out for thorn thoro. 

" Thero is also talk of a movo on Woo- 
sung, at tho ontranue of tho rivor below 
Shanghai, and tho Cliineso aro strengthen- 
ing their position thoro, adding to the 
alroady modern armamontsomo extra heavy 
guns. Tho Boque forts at tho entrance to 
the Canton river, tho samo that woro dis- 
mantled by tho British floot in 1846, will 
also come in fur their share of the work 
beforo the ond of August. You watch and 
soo if I am not right." 

Latest information from tho British Bhips 
of tho China station is to tho effect that the 
Chinese ahipa of tho Northern squadron aro 
contemplating an attack on Nagasaki, tho 
neareat Japanoao coaling station to China, 
and ono of tho moat important points to bo 
watched in tho wholo territory. In view of 
tho chances of attack on this oity a largo 
fleet of JapanoBO ships are being hurried 
thero.

BROAD STREET EXTENSION. 

Hon. Mr. De Cosmos' Application for an Df 
Junction to Restrain, the City From 
Assessing Refuged. 

Yosterday Mr. Justice Drake jravo judg- 
ment, refusing tho application of Hen. Amor 
De Cosmos for an injunotion to restrain the 
oity from levying an assessment for the 
Broad street oxtonsion. The text of the 
judgment is aB follows : 

" The plaintiff is owner of three lota in 
Broad street on whioh an assessment has 
been levied for the purpose of opening Broad 
street across lot 1252 into Cormorant street. 

" Tho oost of the improvement ia stated 
to bo §12,000, made up of a sum paid for 
tho expropriation of part of lot 1252 and of 
the oost of making tho stroct. 

"Tho plaintiifa contention is that al- 
though tho corporation have power to take 
private property the p&ymont for property 
bo taken ia governed by sections 26!) to 272 
inclusive, and the compensation ior lands 
takon is to be paid out oi tho general funds 
of tho municipality and therefore cannot be 
charged against individual lot owners. 

" This iB only ono modo by which Im- 
provements of the class mentioned in section. 
101 subsection 107 aro to bo paid for. 

" That the aot doala with another mode of 
making and paying for improvements and 
that ia under section 273. 

" If the corporation conaidor that certain 
real property will be especially benefited by 
any local improvement instead of charging, 
the costs on tho general revenue they can 
localize the cost on tho real ostato directly 
supposed to receive the benefit. 

" The question raised hero is does the 
cost includo tho money paid for expropria- 
tion of land, or is it limited to expenditure 
made in grading, lovoling and paving the 
street extending through the expropriated 
land, in other words the cost of construction 
only. In sub-aection 1 of section 273 the 
corporation may pisa by-laws for providing 
tho moans of determining what real pro- 
perty will bo immediately benefited by any 
proposed improvement, the expense of 
whioh, etc. 

"The txpenBO includes, in my opinion, 
the total coat not only of construction, but 
also of purchasing land or riuht nf way 
neaessary for tho intended object. In sub- 
sootion 15 tho term used is " the whole coBt 
of improvement.' In subeec'.ion 17 tho 
terms are ' the total amount of tho esti- 
mated cost of such proposed works as 
herein contemplated.' 

"The language, unless restrained by 
some other clauses in the act, ia ([cito en- 
ough to include the cost of expropriation 
without culling in aid the general language 
used in section 274. And Eeo:ion 274a 
confirms my view. That si c:\oii clearly 
provides that if tho council choose to pro- 
ceed under section 273, then Baction 174, 
sub-Beotion 112, ia not to apply, a seotion 
apparently passed to moot Mr. Helmcken's 
argument. I thotefore dismiss the motion 
with costs."

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WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 



Comfortable Competencies In Occupation* 
Eminently Proper For our Sex, 

Somo masculine writer bewails the 
rdeolino of womanly oconpafcionH among 
women — such, for instance, as tlio cleans- 
ing of Bhuiing snow wliito linen — in 
other words, work at the. washfcnb, He 
cites us to the princesses of old, who, 
surrounded by their maidens, used to 
rise early in the morning and spread the 
linen on the dewy Rniss to blench, wav- 
ing their glistening 'v hi to arms moan- 
while. It is a pretty picture. Unfortu- 
nately, however, men havo even taken 
from ns this eminently proper occupa- 
tion for women. Their steam and ma- 
CUiue laundries havo turned oufc the 
queen of the washtnb to starve or find 
something else to do. But women should 
not thus bo turned out. They can run 
laundries, too, even better than men can. 
I have heard a pleasant story of a hand- 
some, refined woman who suddenly 
found herself forced to earn a living for 
herself and daughter. She established 
a machine laundry, overlooked all its 
departments carefully, counted the cash 
and receipted all bills herself, and saw- 
that she was not cheated. Today she is 
in possession of a handsome competency 
and able to educate her daughter in Eu- 
rope. This lady took a special branch 
of laundry work, washing tho linen for 
sleeping, dining and parlor cars. An- 
other noble woman whom 1 know 
was left to make a living for herself 
and an insane husband. She, bought 
out a very small, humble Turkish hath 
establishment. They say that in the 
beginning sho did much of tho mas- 
saging and rubbing with her own 
strong, brave hands. Sho watched every- 
thing witli tho eye of a. hawk and gave 
all she could afford for tho prico she 
charged. It took not long for her busi- 
ness to grow. In a few years sho opened 
one of the handsomest Turkish hath 
places in America, this time buying 
outright tho two houses in which the 
business was conducted. Her hand was 
at the helm, her eyo everywhere. Be- 
fore many years sho made a neat for- 
tune and has retired from activo work. 
She, too, is a handsome woman, with 
refined, sweet ways, beautiful gowns 
and dazzling diamonds. I know one 
village and country neighborhood of 
some y.OOO inhabitants where, for want 
of a laundry, all tho collars and cull's, 
fine shirts, etc., must bo sent to the city 
'JO miles away, and a week must pass 
before they can come back laundered. 
If an enterprising woman would start a 
laundry in that town, it would bo sure 
to succeed. There are thousands of hucIi 
towns in America too. Women should 
be both strong and gentle. 

If woman suffrage fails in New York 
state this fall, I don't believe I will 
build my house on Staten Island by the 
sea, after all.

And 
men who know what goes to the per- 
fecting of the race and the making of 
masculine happiness will help them to 
break out all they can. Women are nat- 
urally timid and conservative. Men lit- 
tle know tho agony it costs them to sot 
themselves against traditional preju- 
dice. If men understood this, I am 
sure they would never sneer ata woman 
who was trying to enter a new field. 
On the contrary, they would reach out 
a brotherly hand to her and give her 
hail and godspeed. 

Twenty-two of the women who made 
th|: boomer run for the Cherokee strip 
have stood their ground bravely and 
live on their homesteads. They have 
built houses with their own hands and 
do all their farm work. 

Bo not sit and sigh discontentedly 
for larger opportunity. Make the most 
— the very most — of tho small opportu- 
nity you have. It will bo sure to bring 
the greater one. Maybe, too, tho grand 
opportunity lies under your feet now 
and you do not recognize it. 

Note that tho Populist party of Kan- 
sas and tho Republican party of Cali- 
fornia have put woman suffrage planks 
in their respective platforms.

ANARCHIST INCENDIARIES. 

How Host's Disciples in Chicago llobbed the 
Insurance Companies 

Chicago, Aug. 16. — Carl Horlltz . and 
wife have l)9en held to the grand jury under 
bonds of $3,000 and $3 000 respectively by 
JiiBtice Caldwell, of the Englewnod polioo 
court, on charges of arson. Herlitz pleaded 
guilty to the chari^o, but his wife denies her 
guilt. Both people havo boen living at 
Washington Heights, and it was declared 
by Fire Inspector Conway In court that 
they are at tho head of a g.\ngof ana.rohists 
who have been guilty of committing anar- 
chistic ofTenBes, not only for sontimenl, but 
for the revenue to be derived therofrom. 
Giving his testimony against Herlitz and 
his wife, Inspector Conway told a remark- 
ablo story. Ho stated that ho had indis- 
putable evidonoo to show that an organized 
band following Herr Most's theories and 
mothods had been oporating in Chicago and 
vioinity. They had boon carrying out tholr 
thoories by burning or blowing up houses to 
secure insurance. 

Aftor the proceedings in court Herlitz 
made a full confession. He said ho oamo 
hero from Now Orleans fivo yoars ago, and 
mot a man named Soharff, who instructed 
him in anarchistic doctrines. Later Scharfi' 
suggested that tho most rational way to 
seouro reversals for capitalists was to got 
after the insurance companies. Bombs and 
other anarchistic paraphernalia were adopted 
for use, and operations wero commenced. 
Scharlldid tho preliminary work, but left 
tho actual firing to Herlitz, and was to re- 
ceive 5 por cent, of the monoy received 
from tho insurauoo companies. Herlitz 
said Soharff had many other pupils, and 
derived a big revenue on tho 5 per cent. It 
is claimed compensation of Herlitz for eaoh 
fire, for which ho was responsible, is §100. 

COMPLETE FAILURE. 

Report That the Hawaiian Envoys Did Not 
See the President. 

Washington, Aug. 16.— Four members of 
tho Hawaiian commission who camo hero to 
seouro redress for ex Queon Liliuokalani or 
provont the recognition of the now republio, 
left for Honolulu via San Francisco. Their 
mission was a complete failure Thcro is 
every reason to boliovo also that the envoys 
failed to see the President before his depart- 
ure for Buzzird Bay. It is understood the 
position taken by the state department is that 
when the United States offered tores tore Lili- 
uokalani ongrantinggeneral amneBty and tho 
refused the administration considered the 
relations with tho ex Quoen terminated.

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Speculation Strong With a Hiirher Range of 
Prices. 

New York, Aug. 16. — Speculation at tho 
stock exchange wan strong to-day and a 
higher range of prices was recordod. The 
railway group figured moro prominently in 
tho dealings. General electric was also a 
feature, Tho stock was in better demand 
and gained two points for the day, rising to 
41| and closing at about tho top noich. 
The improvement wa8 duo principally to the 
covering of a long outstanding short interest. 
Tho railvvuy liBt moved up [ to 2jj per oont. 
The industrials wero irregular, load and 
tobacco being firm and sugar and distilleries 
weaker. Probably tho moat favor- 
able development of tho day wus 
the further decline in storling exchange 
partly duo to an increase in tho supply of 
security bills.

Arrivals and Departure of Steamships 
at the Outer Wharf Unusual- 
ly Numerous. 



Steamer •' Queen " Returns From the 
North Briugiue; News From 
Beliriufr Sea. 



The now outer whaif wm full of life, 
buatlo aDd buaineas laat evening, tho Arawa 
lying alongside atone of tho wharvoa and 
taking on all the cargo for Australia which 
oould bo accommodated, while at tho same 
time the Cliaiuier, Danube, Harry Lynn 
and Umatilla were receiving or discharging 
cargo, welcoming or bidding farowell to 
paBsengorB. Tho Umatilla drew out and 
stoamsd away for San Francisco at 9 o'clock, 
and a littlo later tho Queen, from Alaska, 
dooked in her place. This populur excur- 
sion stoamor hud on the trip just completed 
about two hundred puBsengers, among tho 
moat notablo among whom woro Dr. W. ft. 
Bonwill, n celebrated writer upon dontal 
subjootB »nd the inventor of numerous 
oppliancts in uae by tho dental profession. 
Or, Kocley, of " Kooley euro" renown, and 
Mrs. M. Kemper, tho " Grace Darling," of 
the San Francisco Examiner, woro two 
other of tho interesting passengers. The 
Queen brings word that tho tranBcript 
of the celebrated Coquitlam case was 
completed and reoorded in tho district 
clork'd otlico at Juneau on tho 12th instant, 
to bo forwarded to tho Ninth Circuit Court 
of Appoal at San FranoiBco, where tho easo 
will next bo hoard from, probably during 
early September, The U.S.S. Pinta was at 
Juneau when the Queen departed from that 
port, having just returned from a cruiao 
the greater parr, of which was devoted to 
liahing, for tho Alaakan contuins tho follow- 
inz note of her return : 

" The U.S.S. Pinta has caught 90 halibut; 
they will bo pleuBed to give them away to 
the citizens ahould they require them." 

And yet oomo residents of the ^Northern 
atato complain that tho ships of the U.S. 
navy commissioned for eervico in tho North 
are of no practical value. 

Tho report which appears to have filled 
the North with toolings of pleasurable an- 
ticipation is that of tho charter of tho City 
of Seattle for $'_\, r )00 by a great 
circus combination (whose ia not men- 
tioned) for tho purpoao of conveying 
tho grand aggregation of marvels in all their 
glittering entiroty to South-eust Alaaku, 
where tho people havo never yet seen a cir- 
ciiB though they would gladly welcomo one, 
and make no complaint if tho jokes of the 
clown did happen to be pitriarchiai. 

From tho Sitka papers it ia learned that 
tho U.S.S. Ranger returned on July 25, 
from Ounalutka and tho Westward, where 
alio had been warning sealers of the closed 
season. Tho rod salmon run continues 
stronger than evor in tho vicinity of Sitka, 
ono haul of a not bringing in as many aa 
2,500 fiah. Miner W. Bruce arrived in 
Alaska all safe with his Esquimaux, and is 
now on his way to St. Michaels with them. 

The report was current in Sitka when tho 
Queen left that all the U. S. Behring sea 
patrol fhet, with tho exception of tho Pinta, 
hud dispersed for tho season, oomo going to 
tho Chineao coast and others returning 
home. In the short time tho steamer had to 
stay at tho Alaskan capital no confirmation 
of the report could bo gained. On her way 
down tho Queen saw the steamer Thistle, of 
the Canadian Alaskan survey commission, 
at Juneau, but had no communication with 
her. 



SALVADOREAN REFUGEES. 



General Ezeta aud Others Who Have 
Escaped Detaiued ou The 
Benuiug-tou. 



Orders Received From Washington to 
Keep Them Awaiting- Further 
Instructions. 



San Francisco, Aug. 16. — Tho cruisor 
Bennington, with General Antonio Ezotu 
aud threo other refugees from San Salvador 
on board, ib lying oH tho heads and beyond 
the threo-milo lino. Tho tug Sea King re- 
ceived orderB yesterday from Washington 
that the Bennington remain outside until 
warrants arrived from Washington for the 
arrest of tho refugees on bourd. Tho Sea 
King returned to Sea again taking a largo 
supply of vegetables, fruit, brsad and fresh 
meat, and ulao a pouch of mail for the Ben- 
nington. 

Tho naval authorities refuse to talk, and 
special efforts have been made to keep the 
tug bout'o crow silent, but it is learned that, 
the appearance of the Sea King on her 
myaterioua niinBion caused a commotion on 
board the Bennington. General Ezata 
and hia brothor refugees viewed tho ap- 
proach of tho tug with approhenBion, which 
was changed to consternation when 
they learned that tho gun bout was 
to bo detained at eou awaiting tho 
arrival from Washington of documents 
alfecting their freedom. They made ut- 
tompta to sond lottera aBhore by tho crow of 
tho Sea King, but commander Thomas, of 
tho Bennington, kopt them carefully under 
hia oyo and frustrated their plans. Tho 
arrival from Washington of warrants for tho 
arroat of tho four lefugooB is now eagerly 
awaited. 

Not until they arrive, it is eaid, will 
Lieutenant Stonejf pay another viBit to tho 
Bonnington, and no ono but an accredited 
official from thu navy yard will bo permitted 
to board tho (truiser. What part the local 
federal authorities will play in tho cise of 
E/.ota ia not known, but tho goneral opinion 
in official oirclea is that they will 
not huvo anything to do with it. 
Tho Unitod Statos commissioner, Ilea- 
cock, beforo whom international ex- 
tradition matters are ^ brought, stated 
to-day that ho had received no official in- 
formation us to the refugees, but that ho be- 
lieved tho Btato department had taken all 
tho nocoBBury testimony und would order 
thorn to bo turned over to an agent of tho 
govornmont of San Salvador. This, it ia 
claimed, would pur, tho easo boyond tho 
right of habeas oorpuB. If tho caoo had not 
been finally disposed of Commissioner Hea- 
oock think < tho order would huvo been to 
turn the refugees over !o t. Unitod StateB 
olliciul, 

At tho United States district attorney's 
ollico it is states that no charges huvo been 
filed und that no communication Iiub been 
received from Washington in regard to Iho 
matter, Assistant United States District 
A'tornoy Knight, the offiolal in churge, 
stated that ho supposed thu question would 
bo dealt with by the department of stuto 
und that Ezotu und his companions would 
probably bo extradited, ub the charges 
uguinat them Inolude murder, arson

Tho 
attorneys that have been employed for Ezeta 
aro very active, however, and it ia believed 
hero that they will at least uttempt to in- 
stitute habeaa corpua proceedings. 

Humors of decidedly sensational possibili- 
ties are hoard here. To guard absolutoly 
against any appeal to the courts by the 
attorneys of the refugees it w;ia hinted that 
tho government) authorities may keep tho 
Bonnington boyond tho three-milo limit 
until tho sailing of the City of Sydney, and 
that when tho latter vessel ahall huvo Railed 
beyond the jurisdiction of all United States 
courts, the live refugees will bo transferred 
to hor decks on tho high bcub and given into 
tho custody of officers from San Salvador. 

One atory which ia regarded ub very prob- 
able, is that tho plan decided on by tho 
government is to hold tho prisoner on bourd 
outside tho limit until Saturday, when the 
Bteamer City of Sydney sails for Contral 
Americu, und us ahe pusses out into tho 
ocean ho will bo put on board. It ia re- 
garded horo to mcun that tho United Statos 
huB consontod to tho course.
